Gq Bus does the British philatelic 
} press extend its greeting to the 
“new regular and Coronation issues 

of George VI postage. There is 
disappointment across the water and we 
must confess that, in some respects, we 
are disappointed too. 

Through the Courtesy of Mr. W. Or- 
chard of the Isle of Wight, the editor has 
received first day covers and copies of 
the stamps and we have studied the ad- 
hesives with mixed emotions. A state- 
ment of the British postmaster-general is 
of no small assistance in understanding 
the ideas in the minds of the artists and 
in order to dispel any perplexities in the 
minds of our readers we will reproduce 
that statement. The regular issue does 
not seem to convey the dignity so long 
associated with English stamps. The de- 
sign is not as good as the Edward VIII 
for, although similar in some respects, 
the head is too small and the inclusion of 
inscriptions and symbols gives a crowded 
effect. 

We rather approve of the Coronation 
stamp. The photographic effect of the 
portraits gives the stamp a human touch 
that is utterly lacking in the profile de- 
sign. The Philatelic Magazine (London) 
likes neither style and states that the 
Coronation portraits are atrocious and 
devoid of any recognizable feature. 

“The suggestion that a wire netting ef- 
fect conveys a ‘feeling of rejoicing’ is 
ludicrous,” continues the journal in com- 
menting on the post office explanation of 
the design. “The ‘orb’ on the left might 
equally well be an apple dumpling or a 
hand grenade, while the ‘ampulla’ on the 
right has less resemblance to an eagle 
than any other bird. But for the post- 
master-general’s explanation, nobody 
would dream that the four V’s in each 
upper corner were supposed to represent 
Union Jacks. Could purility sink to 
lower depths?” 

The postmaster-general’s statement: 

In celebration of the Coronation of 
H. M. King George VI, the post office 
is issuing a commemorative postage 
Stamp and the 144d denomination has 
been chosen as it is the one which has the 
widest circulation in this country and to 
the empire. The stamp, of which at least 
500,000,000 are being printed, will be 
Placed on sale May 13. It will remain 
on sale for about two months. 





British Stamps 


We have the dullest stamps on earth, 
Where no distinction shines, 
Because of our determined dearth 
Of any new designs. 


The design is by the well known artist, 
Mr. Edmund Dulac, and incorporates re- 
productions of portraits of King George 
VI and Queen Elizabeth, drawn specially 
by Mr. Dulac for the purpose. Between 
the heads of their majesties is a crown 
with their initials interlaced underneath. 
In the side border are, on the left, the 
orb, and on the right, the ampulla— 
the vessel holding the holy oil used dur- 
ing Coronation ceremony. 


The design is intended to convey a 
feeling of rejoicing; the intertwined white 
lines on the sides suggesting garlands, 
and the device in the shape of Maltese 
crosses in the top corners suggesting 
Union Jacks. The artist has laid particu- 
lar emphasis on the crown. The color of 
the stamp is plum brown, which is some- 
what richer than the chocolate brown 
of the current stamp, and is considered 
more suitable for a portrait stamp such 
as this. The design was considered by 
the Royal Fine Arts Commission, who 
made helpful suggestion for its im- 
provement in points of detail. 


The first stamps of the new reign are 
also being used, and they will be on sale 
May 10. These are not commemorative 
stamps but are the first of a new perma- 
nent series. So far, approximately 500,- 
000,000 have been printed. The de- 
nominations are 1, 1 and 2!4d, and they 
are all of the same general design, which 
is the work of another well-known artist, 
Mr. Eric Gill. Some ornamentation has 
been introduced by the inclusion, in the 
corners, of the rose, thistle, daffodil and 
shamrock, the emblems of the four coun- 
tries constituting the United Kingdom. 
They are drawn in the simplest possible 
manner as heraldic emblems rather than 


realistic representations. Reliance is 
placed upon the lettering “postage” and 
“revenue” at the sides to bind the 


whole design together. The crown also 
is drawn as an heraldic emblem, and is 
made large and clear as representing the 
authority of the state. The head of his 
majesty is reproduced from a drawing by 
Mr. Edmund Dulac, and represents a 
modeling in relief. 


These three stamps, as well as the 
Coronation stamp, have been printed on 
rotary presses by Messrs. Harrison and 
Sons. The paper is watermarked with 
the new royal cipher G.VI.R and crown. 





As soon as the stock of the special 
144d Coronation stamps is exhausted, in 
about two months time, it will be re- 
placed by a 1%4d stamp of the same 
general design as the 14, 1 and 2'4d, and 
shortly afterwards books of 4%, 1 and 
114d stamps will be issued. Rolls of the 
new stamps for stamp selling machines 
and stamp affixing machines probably 
will be available before the end of the 
year. 

Later in the year I hope it will be pos- 
sible to issue some of the higher value 
of postage stamps in this George VI 
series.

Australasian Notes 


By S. Zelenko 





I feel very bucked up this month, be- 
cause of the large number of letters and 
inquiries received from American readers 
and this leads me to believe that a large 
portion of the U. S. A. philatelic public 
takes an active interest in these two do- 
minions “down under.” Several inquiries 
requested personal replies and these have 
been dealt with, and I trust that they are 
quite satisfactory. 

As replies to a few inquiries may be 
of interest to other readers as well, I 
am including them in this column. 

Mr. M. F. (OrEG.)—The telephone ca- 
ble between Tasmania and the mainland 
of Australia, which is commemorated on 
the “Cable” issue (Scott 157—158) was 
officially opened on March 25, 1936. It 
is the longest of its kind in the world 
(162 nautical miles) and provides five 
channels of communication between 
Launceston (Tas.) and Melbourne. The 
cost of the cable was £250,000 ($1,000,- 
000). 

Mr. W. K. (TEx.)—All Australian 
stamps since 1927 (Canberra issue) have 
been printed by Mr. John Ash, govern- 
ment note and stamp printer, in Mel- 
bourne. Chalk surface paper has been 
used for the 1/- Anzac, the Silver Jubi- 
lee issue and the 1/6 air mail stamp. It 
is unlikely that the new issue will be 
printed on that paper. 

Mr. O. R. H. (N. Y.)—It is purely a 
personal view point and decision, which 
are necessary to determine whether you 
are to collect all the varieties of water- 
marks in the New Zealand issues. Af- 
ter all, your collection is for your own 
enjoyment and no law is provided, what 
one is to collect. Certainly, different 
watermarks on the paper used, provide 
different stamps, although the design 
may be the same. Take your own U. 
S. A. issues as an example. Good luck. 

And now for some current news. 


AUSTRALIA 


The Australian postal authorities intro- 
duced for the first time an official first 
day cover, on the occasion of the ap- 
pearance of the first two values of the 
new issue (1d. and 2d.) on May 10. The 
two stamps are most attractive in de- 
sign and the production compares more 
than favorably with the past issues. They 
are slightly smaller in size than the cur- 
rent Georgians. The first day covers 
had the two stamps affixed and were of- 
fered to the public at 344d. each, the 
Yad. being extra charge for the envelope. 
No details are yet available about the 
higher values, but the current Georgian 
series will be entirely replaced by the 
end of this year, including the airmail 
issues. 


On April 20, an airmail service be- 
tween Australia and the American con- 
tinent was inaugurated. The mails leave 
Australia by the Imperial Airways planes, 
on the Australia-England run, and con- 
nect at Hong Kong with the Clippers. 
The charge from Austrlia per % oz. 
is: 4/- 8 d (approximately $1) to U. S. 
A. and 10/- ($2) to the Argentine. Ow- 
iny to the exceptionally high rates, cov- 





ers flown on this route will be few.

their introduction in 1847 to Dec. 31, 
1936. 


The post office department announced 
the Virginia Dare commemorative May 
26. This was the P.O.’s famous “mys- 
tery stamp” which Linn’s unearthed in 
its edition of May 22, and which was 
explained in full in this column last 
week. 


On May 26, the last of the Army and 
Navy commemoratives were placed on 
sale at the respective post offices at Ar 
napolis and West Point. These were the 
5-cent denominations, which are now 
available at your post office and at the 
Philatelic Agency here. Robert E. Fel- 
lers, superintendent, division of stamps, 
attended to the first day sale of the 
adhesives at West Point ,while at An- 
napolis, site of the Naval Academy, Roy 
North sold the first sheet of the ‘““Navys” 
to Admiral Sellers, commandant of the 
academy. The stamps were placed on 
sale here May 27. 

Plate numbers for the Army stamps 
are 21680 and 21681, while those of the 
Navy are 21684 and 21685. 


The 6-cent airmail stamps are now 
being printed from plate numbers 21598 
and 21599. 


According to an announcement by the 
post office department, total number of 
Michigan commemorative sold is listed 
at 75,823,900, while those of the Rhode 
Island amounted to 67,127,600. 


Pressure is being brought to bear on 
that proposed Indian series of U. S. 
stamps from no less a quarter than Sec- 
retary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes. 
At least he has indorsed the idea, despite 
the fact that the post office department 
is strongly opposed to such an issue be- 
cause of the heavy schedule of proposed 
stamps that dot the calendar for the next 
twelve months. 

The Constitution Sesquicentennial 
stamps of which there may be three, 
and the quartet of Territories, not to 
mention the Dare and the new regulars 
due the first of the year, are scheduled 
for 1937. 

According to a P. O. release of last 
Dec. 8 concerning the Territories, this 
series “will be offered for sale to the 
public immediately following the com- 
pletion of the Army and Navy series.”

that the libel laws stand between us and 
such exposures. We cannot print what 
we cannot prove unless we are willing to 
pay through the nose for such procedure. 
And we cannot prove any of the stories 
that come to us each week although we 
may be convinced that they are true. 
And, too, we sometimes wonder if collec- 
tors are interested in the things that go 
on behind the scenes of philately. We 
see them rush to buy stamps that 
receive unfavorable publicity; they often 
shun the legitimate items that do not 
have color and design appeal. So what 
the heck. 

You’d like to know what is on the 
editor’s mind to occasion these para- 
graphs. Very well. We have reliable re- 
ports from numerous sources that cer- 
tain large business houses in this country 
have stacks of SHEETS of United States 
Commemorative stamps—nicely canceled. 
These sheets are not for sale—not yet. 
Each day these firms add to the accumu- 
lation and eventually—when prices seem 
to be right—there will be some tall sell- 
ing of beautifully canceled blocks of the 
more or less recent stamps. Will prices 
toboggan or will some smart dealers 
grab that material and keep it off the 
market until it can stand additional sup- 
plies? Who knows? 


These stamps, theoretically, have done 
postal duty. Actually they have moved 
from a branch post office directly into 
the vaults of the company concerned. 

There seems to be nothing crooked or 
dishonest about inducing the man in 
charge of the branch post office to sell 
to the company quantities of com- 
memorative stamps, then accept those 
stamps as payment of certain accounts 
with the post office, cancel the stamps 
and hand them back to the company. 
But, my friends, it isn’t playing the 
game. It looks like philately has become 
such a good thing that the folks on the 
outside are sitting up nights to think out 
schemes for taking us over the rocks. 


THE GOOSE ON The love of the 
CHINESE STAMPS Oriental for sym- 

bolism has led 
him to decorate even his postage stamp 
with mystic characters and designs that 
precious few of us in the west are able 
to translate. Among the exceptions are 
those stamp collectors who have centered 
their attention upon one or more of the 
countries where the yellow man lives. 
Fortunately some of the deepest stu- 
dents of Chinese and Japanese stamps 
are able writers and from time to time 
they tell us the meaning of these in- 
triguing designs. 

As a field for specialism China, in par- 
ticular, offers all that is to be desired. 
The study of overprints, basic designs, 
paper, printing processes, postal markings 
is so vast that it would seem no one man 
could ferret out all of the story. 

As a guide to Chinese mythology alone, 
stamp designs offer invaluable sugges- 
tinos. For instance: Do you know why a 
goose is the central design of the $1 
value of the Chinese Imperial Post issue 
of 1897? Probably not, because the goose 
in China is symbolical of a messenger 
rather than an irresponsible person as 
in America. This symbol dates back be- 
fore the birth of Christ and is believed

Students 
of the stamps say that the explanation 
lies in the fact the Chinese words mean- 
ing “good things” and “bat” are pro- 
nounced in the same way. 

The dragon, the carp, the peony, the 
hydrangea, the sun and many other parts 
of stamp design are but doors to knowl- 
edge, ready to swing open to the collec- 
tor who would know the answers.

The following letter, revealing the 
existence of double printed India Ju- 
bilees, was received by the Philatelic 
Journal of Great Britain from Capt. E. 
E. French at Shagai, India: 

“Reference the letter in your Febru- 
ary number concerning Indian Jubilees 
with double borders, I have the 9a 
green in addition to the la brown, with 
double borders. 

“TI also have the complete set of New 
Delhi, all with distinct double centers. 
All these I obtained from Mr. E. P. 
Pereira, of the Indian medical depart- 
ment, a very energetic collector who 
has examined many thousands of stamps 
in search of these varieties. He obtained 
about a dozen of the Jubilee issue in this 
condition. He himself told me that he 
had been to Nasik, and seen the work 
there and was of the opinion that the 
sheets were in each case passed through 
the machine twice. 

“I have had a few copies of the Ju- 
bilee issues in ordinary condition, with 
impressions so faint that the workmen 
would well have been justified in put- 
ting the sheets through a second time, 
and I believe that is how this variety 
arises.”

Had Brief Life 


Brief postal use of the colorful Span- 
ish catacombs stamps earned them a 
place in the Standard Catalogue but 
they never have been what might be 














called popular. The price recently has 
inclined toward lower levels, although 
for years the 32-piece set catalogued 
fairly well. They are soldom seen in 
used condition. 

The stamps were placed on sale Dec. 
23, 1928, and until Jan. 6 of the next 
year replaced the regular postage a 

antiago de Compostela and Toledo. 
Proceeds from the sale went into a fund 
for the excavation of the catacombs of 
the Pretextata of San Damasa and it 
was because of this that Pope Pius XI 
authorized use of his portrait in the 
design. Santiago and Toledo were se 
lected for the sale because the former 
was the home city of the cardinal of 
Spain and the latter held the remains 
of the patron saint of Spain. 


The Spanish Scene 


The philatelic situation in Spain to- 
day seems to resemble that of Mexico, 
1913 to 1916, with this difference, that 
the central government has been able 
to maintain its hold on the capital, 
and therefore, on the stocks of the cur- 
rent issue, and the means of producing 
more. The rebels have had to impro- 
vise their postal service and stamps, 
and numerous districts, still loyal to 
the central government, have been cut 
off from Madrid. 

They have been obliged to create 
their own stamps, and we may won- 
der that local provisionals of this type 
have been so few. As General Franco 
depends so much on German and _ Ital- 
ian help, and as these countries are so 
well versed in the art of extracting 
money from the philatelic purse, one 
may expect further attacks on it from 
him. So far, the only considerable is- 
sue that is suspect is the one made 
after the Italian capture of Malaga, 
though this may turn out to have been 
genuinely issued for postal purposes. 

One factor that did not exist in the 
Mexican situation is the number of 
special postal tax and local charity 
stamps that have been issued.—Gerald 
W. Bentley in the Philatelic Journal of 
Great Britain.

Precancel collectors, in _ particular, 
have long sighed with dismay as desir- 
able stamps glazed with waterglass have 
come their way. Other collectors have 
muttered nasty things as they toiled to 
remove furniture glue and clinging paste 
from the face of high catalogue United 
States postage. All these will hear with 
grateful hearts that the post office de- 
partment has ordered the practice of 
covering stamps with any kind of ad- 
hesive to be halted at once. 

Stamps so treated usually are found 
on fourth class or parcel post mail and 
high denomination postage often  be- 
comes unfit for collecting purposes as a 
result. The post office department, 
however, is not interested in the col- 
lectability of the stamps but in prevent- 
ing their use a second time. Stamps 
protected by mucilage cannot be cancel- 
ed properly, officials say.
